ASHINGTON, July 13.' 

—A set of drastic reg-| 
ulations governing the manu-| 
facture, mixing, distribution | 
and use of gasoline on 
tetraethyl lead is propo 
by the United States Publi fc! 
Health Service and covers all, 
filling stations, public gar-' 
ages, repair shops, service 
stations and distributing de- 
pots. 

The regulations repeatedly apect-| 
fy that all ‘‘doped’’ gasoline must 
be colored in order to distinguish 
it from ordinary gasoline, and thus 
prevent its use for cleaning or any 
other purpose than as motor fuel 
for automobiles, trucks and motor- 
cycles. 


The Public Health Service is 





presented at the recent confer- 
ence of state and _ territorial 
health officers held in Washing- 
ton. 

Investigation by the Health Serv- 
ice brought out that gasoline con- 
taining tetraethyl lead is injurious 
only in some isolated cases of its 
use, and it was on this basis that 
the -_proposed regulations were 
formulated for its control. It was 
explained today that further re- 
search is being carried on to 1 
termine the possible necessity 
additional changes. 

These optional regulations are 
prefaced with the explanation that 
“ethyl fluid is the concentrated 
commercial fluid containing tetra- 
ethyl lead and other ingredients, | 
which is to be mixed with gasoline 
to make ethyl gasoline.” 

“The manufacture of cthyl 
fluid,” it further explained, 
“consists in adding these ingre- 
dients to tetraethyl lead, and is 
called biending. The process of 
adding ethyl fluid to gaso- 
line to form ethyl gasoline is 
called mixing. In the term 
ethyl gasoline are included all 

other motor fluids containing 
tetraethyl lead.”

Olympia, Wash., July 13.— 
Marking a distinct departure in 
the method of fixing the walna- 
tions for taxing purposes of the 
personal property of motor 
freight and passenger lines ope- 
rating in this state under the 
eertificate of public convenience 
and necessity law, the State Tax 
Commission has included a tax- 
able franchise yalue on routes 
covered, in values just certified 
to the thirty-nine county acces- 
sors of the state. 

The operating properties of the 
lines are valued at $2,077,693, of 

which $1,591,205 is represented in 
the physical properties of the ope- 
rators, exclusive of real estate. The 
taxable franchise value esti- 
mated at $486,488. 

Segregated further, the valuation 
of lines operating wholly within the 
state is placed at $1,710,402, of 
which $417,400 represents franchise 
value and $1,293,002 the physical 
value. Lines engaged in interstate 
operations were valued at $367,291, 
of which $69,088 represents fran- 
chise value and $298,203 physical 
value. 

Commenting upon the pol- 
icy, Chairman Samuel Chase of the 
tax commission said:— 

“In former years both passenger 
and freight auto transportation 
companies have paid general taxes 
only upon their ‘ehicles and 
physical properties. In their valu- 
ation for the current the

The company has 1,000,000 acres 
of land under lease in that country, 
besides a small plantation in oper- 
ation.” 

Many of the rubber growers are 
epposed to carrying restrictions of 


production too far, in Mr. Fire- 
stone’s opinion. 
“A majority of the plantation 


owners would like to see the price 
of rubber remain at present levels, 
around 42 cents a pound or a little 
higher,” he said. “Dollar rubber is 
a myth, as far as the growers are 


coneerned. They obtained hardly 
more than 50 cents a pound for 
their product when rubber was 


selling above $1 a pound last year, 
and, furthermore, their production 
was restricted. 

“The evil effects of extortionate 
rubber prices in crippling the rub- 
ber manufacturing industry, 
an this country and abroad, has 
been demonstrated by the recent 
crisis through which we have just 
passed.”

Common Sense on Easy Riding 


HIS series of articles, “Common Sense on Easy Rid- 
ing,’ by John Warren Watson of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers and an internationally recognized 
authority on the engineering of easy riding in all its

N my last article I pointed 
out an easy and accurate 
method for quickly determin- 
ing whether any spring-re- 
bound control mechanism 
provided proportional, con- 
stant or inverse-ratio resist- 
ance to the varying forces of 
spring-rebound.

these different types of mechan- 
isms, it is quite often very difficult, 
if not quite impossible to detect 
their difference on a road test. For 
example: Install these different de- 
vices, one after another, on a car 
equipped with springs which are 
too stiff to properly yield to bump 
impact. When the bump is hit the 
car jolts up in the air in spite of 
which kind of mechanism is then 
mounted on the car, The reason 
for this is because the car springs 
have not yielded to the impact and 
consequently the impact is trans- 
mitted directly to the car body and 
up it goes. If the springs have not 
yielded, there is of course no re- 
bound movement and the control 
mechanisms have therefore not 
been brought into play at all. On 
such a test, therefore, the tester 
must decide that these three dif- 
ferent types of mechanisms pos- 
sess equal merit—none at all, But 
not having yet put any of the three 
different types to work, he is of 
course not yet in a position to 
judge of their respective abilities 
and his conclusion is therefore an 
erroneous one. 

One of the very great benefits 
brought to motoring by an ade- 
quate rebound-control mechanism 
is that the use of such a mechan- 
ism makes it possible to use springs 
of sufficient softness and flexibil- 
ity to give us soft, smooth and well 
cushioned riding. To make any 
kind of intelligent test of such 
mechanisms, therefore, they should 
be tested on a car equipped with 
the soft and flexible springs which 
their use makes possible and which 
they are intended to be used with. 
This is the only kind of road test- 
ing which will mean anything to 
the tester. But even a road test 
of this nature is not always to be

instrument we have for telling us

positively just what nature of 


of mechanism it is—proportional, 
constant or inverse-ratio, and 
also the adequacy and qualitg of 
the resistance produced by each. 
We know that rebound forces of 
car springs, when these springs 
are in any way heavily com- 
pressed, are quite severe, and we 
know, therefore, that a mechan- 
ism to give us any measure of 
adequate control must be a brute 
and not a weakling. 

By this primary bench testing 
any unfit mechanisms may be 
promptly eliminated and thus con- 
serve time in our final road test- 
ing of those devices which the 
bench shows us are qualified for 
our further consideration. 

To go back again to our eye as 
a poor instrument to tell us how 
we think we should ride over any 
given road, take, for example, 
night driving. The slightest undu- 
lations in front of our headlights 
throw quite a shadow and very 
often a relatively smooth road 
looks tv us to be quite rough. We 
expect our ride to be rough, but it 
is smooth. At that moment, if we 
were depending solely upon road 
testing, we might have on our car 
some very inferior control mechan- 
ism and yet conclude that it was 
quite effective. 

The bench test, both for type of 
mechanism and for adequacy and 
quality of resistance, is the sure 
and quick method for eliminating 
the unfit and for finding the real 
qualities of the worthy. When it 
comes to testing for constancy and 
enduranee there is of course ,no 
test which can take the place of 
thousands of miles on the road 
And the final test is the test in the 
hands of the public. The public 
has a knack of developing troubles 
which the professional tester never 
seems able to find. 

In his next article, No. 6 of 
this series, Mr, Watson wifi 
briefly summarize his first five 
articles and the several steps 
which he prescribes as essential 
to easy riding and good road.
